Columbus Day Next Monday— 


Next Monday when the nation 
observes Columbus day, to most of 
us will come memories of our first 
lession, learned in our earliest days 
at school or even before. 

It is the story of how, in 1492 
“Columbus sailed the ocean blue” 
and discovered the new land of 
America. Of how, in one of three 
little sailing ships brought with 
the jewels of a Spanish queen, on 
October 12 he first sighted the 
island cf San Salvador off the vast 
American mainland. It is the story 
of the great discoverer’s fearless- 
ness when “behind him lay the gray 
Azores, before him only trackless 


seas,’ and how, when his men 
broke in fear he cried, “Sail on, 
sail on and on.” 

Historic research has cast ques- 


tion on many of the details of this 


story. The land Columbus first 
saw, as he later wrote, had huge 
forests. San Salvador now has 


only brush, and soil suitable there- 
for. According to Professor Luis 
Ulloa, one of the foremost author- 
ities on Columbus, he first visited 
America on a voyage with Danish 
Corsairs who sailed from Iceland 
to Newfoundland and the American 
continent. It is now said that he 


was not the son of a wool weaver | Oakland and labeled “hot 


of Genoa, Italy, but was a Span- 
iard from Catalonia, named not 
Christopher Columbus, but Christo- 
bol Colon. 

But most of us are 
let the historians argue it out, and 
to go along with the picture of 
America’s discovery as our first his- 
tory lesson impressed it indelibly 
on our minds. The story is one of 
the most excitingly adventurous 
known to man.

They have educated their members 
on proper vroduction methods, 
have worked with authorities in 
drawing up sound, sanitary teg- 
ulations, and have favored move- 
ments to effect the greatest clean- 
Jiness in handling the fluid. 

This has been of immeasurable 
value to the nation’s heaith. The 
public is everlastingly indebted to 
the men who have given the United 
States pure milk. 


The Supreme Court Again— 


The supreme court hasn’t been 
an issue in the campaign—those 
who thought the president would 


speak in favor of measures limit- 
ing the tribunal’s powers were mis- 


taken. Likewise, the court has 
been on vacation and out of the} 
headlines. But when it convenes 


again it will pass on a number of 
vital measures. 

On the docket is the new Fra- 
zier-Lemke farm mortgage mora- 
torium law. ‘The first law was de- 
clared unconstitutional the new 
law was designed to overcome legal 
objections. Opinion is that it too 
will be thrown out. 

Also on the docket is a case in- 
volving the right of the PWA to 
Jend money to a local government 
for the purpose of building elec- 
tric systems in competition with 
private systems. 


Another power case involving 
the constitutionality of TVA _ is| 
based on different legal grounds 


than the case which the court de- 
cided last term in favor of TVA. 

The national labor relations act 
is also up for judgment, along 
with the commodity exchange act, 
the railroad retirement tax act, 
and others.

Mothers’ Cake and Cookie com- 
pany of Oakland has signed the 
new working agreement of Bakery 
Wagon Drivers’ Union, Local No.

The agreement, Fuhrer 
said, became effective September 
28, 1936.

Union laborers must be 
paid the 75-cent scale, and not a

1929 Rate Restored | 

The award restores the 1929 
basic scale of 72 cents an hour for | 
trainmen and establishes a rate of | 
79 cents an hour for one-man op- 
eration. Miscellaneous employes 
also received the six-cent increase.

|have regained the 15 cents per 
hour in their wage rates they lost 
during the depression.

The bulletin the value 
of the new consumers’ protection 
label now being attached to the 
lining of Women’s hats, coats, suits, 
and wraps of all sorts, as a guar- 
antee that the apparel was made 
under sanitary conditions and fair 
labor standards. 

“Today for the first time in the 
history of the women’s apparel in- 
dustry, the woman purchaser is 
able to serve her family’s interest 
intelligently while she serves the 
combined interest of the workers in 
this industry and thus the country 
as a Whole,” the report states. “For 
today over four-fifths of the em- 
ployers and employes in two! 
branches of the apparel industry 
the coat and suit and the millinery 

have banded together and are in- 
viting the woman purchaser to 
support them in a united effort to 
solve their intricate and essentially 
common problems. 

“By purchasing labeled gar- 
ments women lend support to this 
movement to insure to consumers, 
better values and fair prices; to 
manufacturers, stabilized produc- 
tion prices and fair trade practices; | 
and to workers, good labor condi- | 
tions, including short hours of 
work, more steady employment, 
and wages adjusted through col- 
lective bargaining.”

According to Gordon Stein, busi- 
ness representative ef the union, 
the strike was made effective when 
all employes walked out in favor 
of the union.

Miners Get Higher Wages 


It is reported | that after a year’s 
layoff about 2,500 coal miners of 
the Muhlenberg and Ohio county 
coal fields, Central City, Ky., are 
returning to work under a co 
tract negotiated by district officials 
of the united mine workers with 
20 operators increasing wages and 
shortening hours. 

The new contract is said to fix 
the wages of outside mine labor 
at $3.50 a day and inside labor at 
$4.50 a day, an increase of 50 
cents. Loaders will be paid 49.11 
cents a ton and machine helpers 
3.95 cents and 3.98 cents a ton 
compared with the former scale of 
41.14 cents a ton for loaders and 
3.45 cents and 3.48 cents for ma- 
chine helpeus.

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ANTI-UNION EMPLOYERS AND LABOR LAWS 


A strong criticism of employers who deliberately vio- 
late the federal statute making it their duty to use col- 
lective bargaining wi! ; of their employes 
in the adjustment of labor disputes was made by Gov. 
Hjalmar Petersen of Minnesota in connection with his 
endeavors to reach a settlement of a number of strikes in 
Minneapolis. The major demand of the unions represent- 
ing the strikers was collective bargaining. In comment- 
ing on this demand Governor Petersen said: 

“Employers are quick to demand that employes, citi- 
zens and civil authorities obey the law. But when it comes 
to collective bargaining, which is the law of the land, some 
employers are not so strong for upholding the law. 

“The desire of organized labor to represent its mem- 
bers in collective bargaining is reasonable and it is the 
employers’ obligation to recognize that lawful right.”

States, which includes in a list of unfair labor practices 
the refusal of an employer to bargain collectively with 
representatives of the employes and specifically prohibits 
such practice. S ee 

It also prohibits employers from discriminating against 
employes because of trade union membership. 

The national labor relations board has been kept busy 
since the enactment of the law in 1935 taking action 
against employers who deliberately violate its provisions.

Alleged violence in strikes is a favorite theme on 
which anti-public employers, the police and daily Cae 
papers are united in making public and deploring. Hardly 
a day goes by in times of labor unrest without the news- | 
papers featuring headlines like these: : 

“Paint Thrown on Employer's Home. 

“Violence Flares in Transit Strike.” $ | 

“Two Killed as Guards Battle Pickets. _ 

After reading such headlines and the articles written | 
to bear them out, many readers are likely to blame striking | 
workers and their friends for the violence. 

But the real source was disclosed in testimony before | 
the La Follette civil liberties committee in its investiga: | 
tion of labor spies in industrial disputes, with Railway 
Audit & Inspection company as its subject. Here is a|

summary of some of the testimony: 
: E. 1 Dade testified that he had been hired by the Rail- 
way Audit & Inspection company for the express purpose 
of creating disorder in sails and thus discrediting the 
ikers in the eyes of the public. : | 
aie There was x milk strike in Cleveland. Frank Tabor | 
was the head of the Tabor Ice Cream company, whose 
employes had walked out. In order to stimulate resent- 
ment against the strikers and arouse sympathy for Tabor, 
who was the client of a spy service for which Dade was 
working, the latter and his strike breaking associates 
daubed red paint on Tabor’s home. |

In the strike of the employes of the Pittsburgh Na- | 
tional Dairy company last year, guards were ordered to | 
slug members of trade unions and thus induce a counter | 
attack. | 

Seven hundred strike breakers were recruited during 
the Wisconsin Light & Power company strike in Mil- | 
waukee. The company provided them with ax handles to | 
slug the strikers and turned live steam on the picket lines. | 

Double dealing is the regular practice of these spy | 
concerns. The Railway Audit & Inspection company | 
sent one of its spies into a refrigerator strike in New York | 
City. He posed as a friend of the strikers and became the 
union's publicity agent and at the same time furnished | 
the company with daily reports on union activities. | 

The testimony also revealed that the R. A. I. and/| 
other spy services make a regular practice of using bribery | 
and threats to persuade union members to become spies. | 

Federal Laboratories, Inc., is a subsidiary of the Rail- | 
way Audit & Inspection company. According to the testi- | 
mony this concern sold tear gas bombs, machine guns and 
other weapons to both companies and police for use in 
labor disputes. It was the practice of the company’s spies 
to stir up violence. Therefore it is easy to see how one 
branch of the business helped the other. It worked like | 
this: The more spies and company guards there were to | 
create violence, the more gas bombs and guns were re- 
quired—and the more workers killed. | 

During the depression this un-American business net- |

ted the spy concern a profit of $1,300,000, after paying 
its officers large salaries “The money was contributed by 


concerns which refused to pay their workers enough 
wages to prevent strikes.
